Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Robbins discussed the difference between applicant's claimed 
auxiliary gas and Selitser's sheath gas. Specifically, Mr. Robbins pointed out that applicant uses three concentric 
tubes that are all within the RF discharge coil whereas in Selitser, the coil is disposed between the two outmost tubes. 
Mr. Robbins suggested that applicant's use of the auxiliary gas flow to adjust the position of the plasma discharge 
distinguishes applicant's concentric tube configuration from that of Selitser's.
